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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .125(a) because the specification is replete with grammatical errors. It appears that 
the specification was translated automatically. The assumed translated version was not 
edited because many of the "sentences" are lists of prepositional phrases, dependent 
clauses and symbols, which does not constitute required structure of a sentence. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied.

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Huang et 

al. 

Huang et al. shows, figures 12-16, a decision support system. Figures 12-13 
shows point of sale data (tentative or option), forecast data, and order confirmation data 
(final) being collected (means for giving a rank to new order information). FGIM 164 
incorporates number, time limit of delivery, reserving finished numbers and finishing 
date. The system is very sophisticated and using order (serial) numbers to provide the 
tracking is inherent. Supply management module 200 controls the inventory. PSI 
reconciliation module 170 transmits order information to the production side and makes 
a production plan. PSI reconciliation module 170 transmits inventory information to the 
order information side Demand management module 130 calculates new order 
information. Iterative loops I, S and P show that the transmission of information occurs 
at intervals.
